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Start Right... 


Feeling sluggish and run down before noon? Got that 
irritable, nervous attitude lately? Your problem may be 
that you’re not eating a proper breakfast or, even worse, 
skipping breakfast altogether. 

Breakfast literally means to “‘break a fast.”’ The fast? 
From suppertime to getting-up-time, of course. Thiscould 
involve a time period as long as twelve hours or more. 
Breakfast should, therefore, conssitute about one-fourth 
of our daily requirements. But it has always been and 
still is a very neglected meal and for these very reasons 
it deserves our special attention. 

Let’s look at some excuses about and advantages of 
breakfast eating. 

We've all heard the worn out adages—*‘I can’t eat in 
the morning’... “It’s just too early for food.”’ Start the 
habit gradually but eat something, at least. Get up a 
bit earlier, work up an appetite, then eat. Not enough 
time is the chief excuse of breakfast-skippers but with a 
little planning, this becomes obsolete. 

Food surveys tell us that teen agers, as a group, have 
poor eating habits and that teen-age boys, generally, 
have better eating habits than girls. 

But then, boys, you need it (especially those of you in 
sports). Active sports are obviously going to take more 
energy. You can’t slack down in the middle of a basket- 
ball or football game. Sports require the utmost out of 
you in physical coordination and you need lots of food 
high in protein. 

And what about us girls who, they tell us, have the 
poorest diet? Watching weight? Thinking of a crash 
diet? Forget it! Skipping breakfast is only likely to make 
you eat twice as much at lunch or supper and snack in 
between. It would be much better to eat three sensible 
meals than skip the important one that gets you going 
for the day. 

Academically, sitidies have shown that the school work 
of hreakfast-skipvers improved immensely when they be- 


Eating breakfast. night not make you the star athlete, 
or get you the lead.ui the play, or push you far ahead 
in your school work, but when you eat right, you are 
more likely to feel peppy and enthusiastic about life in 
general—and that could make all the difference!

Most people take pride in their professions and their 
proficiency at them. Students should also take pride in 
their studies. Because, believe it or not, for students 
school is an occupation. Maybe only a temporary one, 
but still an occupation. 

School should not just be a sideline but the major 
concern of the student. Each student has a responsibility 
to maintain as high an average as he can, just as a pro- 
fessional worker is obligated to do his best. : 

To do his best, a student must have good study habits. 
They play an important part in learning. No student 
will attain, much less maintain, a good average unless he 
spends a sizeable amount of time studying each night. 
This doesn’t mean that every spare minute should be 
spent studying nor does it mean the weekend should be 
spent only on homework. There is a happy medium. 

When studying, the student should be in a fairly se- 
cluded place, at least not in front of the television. If a 
student is being disturbed constantly, he is not going to 
be able to concentrate on his studies or make the most 
of his time. 

Studies may not come easily. But in our society they 
are so necessary. And a person must realize this.
